Comes now the petitioner, East Kentiicky Power Cooperative, Inc. (“E , 

as grounds for this Petition for Confidential Treatment of Iiiformatioti (the “Petition”), 

states as follows: 

1. This Petition is filed in co~iJuiictiori with the filing of certain iiiforiiiation in 

revised Exhibit 3 of EKPC’s Application for Approval of the Issuance of $900,000,000 

of Secured Private Placement Debt and Up to $21,435,000 of Unsecured Debt, aiid 

relates to confidential information contained in those exhibits that are entitled to 

protectioii pursuant to 807 KAR 5:OOl Section 7 and KRS $61.878( l)(c)l, 

$61.878(l)(c)2a, $61.878(l)(j) and $61.878(l)(c)2c. 

2. The information designated as coiifideiitial in  tlie subject Application describes 

certain contract pricing infor~iiatioii relating to tlie project proposed to be financed. 

Disclosure of such coiltract pricing information could arm potential future bidders with 

information pel-initting them to obtain an unfair coiii~iiercial advantage over and to tlie 

substantial detriment of EKPC and its members. As such, this iiiforiiiatioii is confidential 

and not subject to public disclosure pursuant to ICRS $61.878(1)(~)1. 



3. The subject information is also entitled to protection pursuant to KRS 

96 1.878( l)(c) 2 c, as records generally recognized as confidential or proprietary wliicli 

are coiifideiitially disclosed to an agency in conjunction with the regulation of a 

comniercial entei-prise. 

4. Along witli this Petition, EKPC has enclosed one copy each of revised Exhibit 

3, with tlie coiifideiitial infoi-niation identified by highlighting or other designation, and 

10 copies of tlie same exhibits, witli tlie confidential inforiiiation redacted. Tlie identified 

confidential infoi-inatioii is not known outside of EICPC and is distributed within EKPC 

only to persons with a need to use it for business purposes. It is entitled to confidential 

treatment pursuant to 807 KAR 5:OOl Section 7 and the various sections of ICRS 61.878 

delineated above. 

WHEREFORE, EKPC respectfidly requests tlie Public Service Commission to 

grant confidential treatment to the identified information and deny public disclosure of 

said information.
